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It is not probable that either Mr. 


Daggett, Mr. Periling or Sir. Wren will 
be sleeted United Stated Senator by the 
next Legislature of Nevada. They are 
all good men but have not sufficient 
money to play in a game of this kind. 
The real contest for the office will prob- 
ably take place between Senator Fair 
and ex-Senator Stewart, with the odds 
in favor of the former; Mr. Fair's purse 
being the longest, while Mr. Stewart is 
the ablest politician. It is reported that 
the latter is backed by the Southern 
Pacific Company, a report which %ve 
doubt. Mr. Fair is backed by no one, 
except coin, unless Governor Adams 
has consented to act as his chaperon. 


It is claimed by some of the wise men 


of the west that neither Mr. Daggett, 
Mr. Powning nor Mr, Wren are in 
earnest in their professed intentions to 
make a fight for the Senatorial office, 
but that each one of the three is "play- 
ing it low down" for the nomination for 
Governor.—Virginia City Occasional.

This was done in the 
face of a general order, and another 
order, calling for a report as to tbe dis- 
position of the troops of the Array of 
the Potomac, was entirely ignored. 
Scott closed as follows: "Has a senior 
BO corrective power over a junior officer 
in cases of such persistent neglect and 
disobedience?

martial would probably soon cure tbe 
•Til, but it baa been feared that a con- 
flict of authority near tbe head of the 
army wonld be highly encouraging to 
the enemies and depressing lo tbe 
friends of the Union. Hence, my long 
forbearance. Though but nominally on 
duty, I bball tiy to hold out until the 
arrival o! Mijor-General Halleck, when, 
as his presence will give me increased 
confidence in tbe safety of the Union, I 
shall definitely retire from the army." 
Scott retired on October 31. 1861. 


Xominre for fitiff Justice JtcjecieU. 


In tbe executive session Wednesday 


the Senate rejected tbe nomination of 
J. C. Shields far Chief Justice of Ari- 
zona. Shields bails from Alpena, Mioh., 
and is a friend of Montgomery, the 
Commissioner of Patents, whose influ- 
ence aided in securing bis nomination. 
Judge Howard, tbe late incumbent was, 
it is said, removed through Mormon in- 
fluencf, and Shields' rejection was m- 
•Sended in some measure as a rebuke to 
the President for allowing Howard to be 
punished for bis activity against Mor- 
monism. There were other reasons, 
however. 
Charges of incomp&tenoy 


were filed by lending Democrats, and so 
well sustained that Senator Pugb, of 
Alabama, presented a report recom- 
mending his rejection. 


An Election Review 


The C»ll «JH members of Congress 


this year are to be chosen in nil the 
States, anci several Bepublican journals 
express confidence that tbe party will be 
able, by its gains, to reverse tbe politi- 
cal completion of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. They nre encouraged by the 
belief tbat many disappointed office- 
seeking Democrats are disappointed 
with the administration, and from tbe 
favorable results of some of tha elec- 
tions retently held. 


In the House at the present time the 


Democrats have 183 and the Republi- 
cans 140 members. This Usves the R>- 
pnblicans a Democratic majority of 43 
to overcome. 


The terms of twenty-two Senators ex- 


pire March 3, 1887. The Senate has 
now forty-two Republican and thirty- 
four Democratic members. Tbe terms 
of Sherman :iud Logan expire at that 
date. 
Both, howetn-, have been re- 


elected. Senator Mahone, of Virginia, 
who will go out of office on the 3d of 
March, 18S7, has already been succeeded 
by Mr. Daniel. Fourteen ol the Sena- 
tors who retire from tbe Senate ou the 
3d of nest March are Republicans and 
Line Democrats.

to 54,500 lor tbe sub-Treasurer and $4,-

The advertisement primed in another 


column offering for sale lo the highest 
bidder for cash the uffice of United 
States Senator for SeTadn, although 
intended as a satire, merely emphasizes 
a fact that has long b?en patent to resi 
dents of this Stnte. Disguixe it as many 
persons may, liimcnt it as moralists will, 
the fact that the office of United States 
Senator for Nevada is periodically lor 
sal* cannot be truthfully gainsaid. 
Sinse the Senatorial campaign of 1872 
what poor man, what man of moderate 
means, has entered the Senatorial aieuu? 
If then the office is for sale, why not 
boldly and publicly make known the 
fact, and, by calling the attention of 
millionaires of other States to the 
matter, endeavor to obtain by means of 
competition all tbe office is worth. As 
the office gives a man a social standing 
which no private station can give there 
will always be those who will be desir- 
ous to obtain it. The Senatorial Com- 
mittee, whose name is attached to the 
advertisement, although they have no 
legal right lo sell the office will no donbt, 
pay into the State Treasury all moneys 
received on account of tha matter. 


We acknowledge that the practice oC
